* One of the penaltics ‘attached to tha pi 
culiar positivn occupied by Hongkong, is, 
that il has to deal with a largo. class of cris 
minals who, strictly apeaking, da not be- 
long to it. Tlie colony haa ‘perforea’ to 
undertake the detection and punishment of 
the swarms of thiovos who imake ‘maranding 
visits from the mainland; and the task is 
by n¢.means‘a-light one, Hongkong is in 
fact a kind of happy hunting ground for the 
criminal class of the neighbouring province 
of Olina. ‘There is ‘no difficulty in ~ the 
Way. of thoir getting access to tho place, and 
wher a robbery has been committed there 
are abutidant meana of escape. Yot tho 
number of erlminals who fall into the hands 
of the Hongkong police, in aptte of these 
facilities," is large enough to require an 
amount of. gaol: .cccommodation out of 
all: proportion: to’ what might be Ttegarded 
as the criminal percoritago: Lof the. ac- 
tual population: This fact has long been 
recognised.
